Hayes Enjoined 


COURTS ENIOIN HAYES ADS: 
HAYES CLAIMS VICTORY 


Two federal courts -- one in San Jose, 
Calif., the other in Mounds View, Minn., 
-- have slapped Hayes Microcomputer 

roducts Inc. with preliminary in junctions 
in connection with suits brought in 
response to the modem maker’s recent ad 
campéign about a competing modem 
control protocol. 

Nonetheless, Hayes is claiming victory, 
saying in 4 statement the courts have 
“cleared the way for Hayes to continue its 
education campaign" about the time 
independent escape sequence (TIES), 
which Hayes alleges is an unworthy 
alternative to its own well-known AT 
(+++) technology for controlling 
modems. 

As reported earlier, Hayes was sued by 
Multi-Tech Systems and Sierra 
Semiconductor after the Hayes ads -- 
headlined "Tick, Tick, Tick. Boom! 
You’re Dead" -- challenged the 
dependability of TIES. The ad, which ran 
in July and August in a number of 
computer publications as well as Time 
and Business Week, included a photo of 
several sticks of dynamite wired to a 
timer. The copy said a "fatal flaw" in 
TIES can paralyze a modem’s ability to 
transmit, a flaw Hayes describes as a 
“time bomb lurking inside the modem" 
that will cause “untold chaos." 

Hayes offered computerists a free test 
kit to uncover the "bomb." 


However, Minnesota U.S. District Judge 
David Doty this week issued a pre- 
liminary injanction prohibiting Hayes 
from "continuing to publish the adver- 
tisement,” from "issuing the test kit 
Offered in the advertisement," and from 
“disseminating any information that states 
or mmplies that the test kit is a data file that 
may Occur in @ user’s data." 

Doty said, “Consumers have a right not 
to be subjected to deceptive or confusing 
advertisements so that they can accurately 
assess the quality of a product and choose 
a product that is in accordance with their 
preferences." He further wrote the 
advertisement and test kit "... would likely 
mislead consumers..." 

Meanwhile, in San Jose, U.S. District 
Judge Ronald M. Whyte enjoined Hayes 
“from falsely advertising that the TIES 
escape sequence can erase or destroy 
data." 


Judge Whyte’s 9-page order said, 
"Hayes has not cited an instance in which 
a modem customer has had an unintended 
escape with a TIES modem and (Hayes 
President) Denms Hayes, who testified for 
the corporation under Rule 30(b)(6), spe- 
cifically stated that he had not seen one. 
This evidence supports the conclusion that 
the TIES modem does not have a serious 
reliability problem." 

But undaunted, Hayes said ina 
statement that the two federal courts 
“have refused to prohibit Hayes efforts to 
educate the public concerning the differ- 
ence" between TIES and Hayes patented 
modem sequence with guard time. 

Hayes says it is offering "a white paper" 
that “explains the issue of escape 
sequences in plain language." It also is 
offermg a “TIES Identification File” that 
it says will enable modem users to 
determine if their modems are TIES 
modems. 

Dennis Hayes said he saw the court 
action as "a clear victory over the attempts 
of some manufacturers to keep customers 
in the dark about the issues of the 
reliability of escape sequence technology. 
We know we are doing the right thing for 
the customers by exposing this issue to 
public debate."
